Novelty and Inventive Step (Claims 1-65) 

Documents D1-D20 disclose various examples of processing apparatus, all of which feature a chamber, and inlet, 
an outlet and a rotor rotated about a vertical axis. The apparatus of documents D1-D20 are used for a wide 
variety of purposes, such as milling or grinding, mixing, blending, separation, drying and sterilisation. However, 
none of the cited art discloses or suggests the combination of features presently claimed, hi particular, there is 
no disclosure of a single rotor of substantially circular gross cross section rotatable at 200kph-1200kph about a 
vertical axis having features thereon that promote a circulatory flow within the chamber. Hence these claims are 
considered both novel and inventive.
